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ARMOURED 
ATTACK ON 
FLORENCE 


THE battle for Florence is becom- 
ing one of the hardest of the 
Italian campaign. Basing their 
defence line on the city itself, the 
Germans are making what is 
described by Reuter as a determined 
stand immediately to the south. 

Vichy Radio last night reported 
that, after regrouping, General 
Alexander had launched a great 
offensive south ot Florence, and 
added that very strong tank forma- 
tions have gone over to the assault. 

Five German divisions—at ‘least 
50,000 men—have been massed on 
a wide, semi-circular front, and are 
counter-attacking fiercely, says David 
Brown, Reuter’s Special. Correspon- 
dent at Allied Headquarters, Italy. 

[he 4th Parachutists, the “29th 
Panzer Grenadiers and the 3rd 
Panzer Grenadiers have been posted 
along the immediate approaches to 
Florence from the south, forming 
an iron fi i 
itself. 

Brown says that the Germans 
seem clearly determined to make 
another stand in the Cassino style. 
Tiger tanks are supporting German 
defences along the battlefront, 
which takes the form of a thirty- 
mile are. 

West of the South Africans, 
astride the Rome-Florence highway, 
are New Zealand forces, and west- 
ward again are Indian troops. The 
New Zealanders have seized a road 
junction, which has brought them 
four miles from Florence, following 
a slight loosening of German 
resistance on both flanks of the hill

line guarding the city. Strong 
elements of New Zealand and Indian 
troops have made deep infiltrations 
towards the city, and Allied tanks, 
closely supporting the infantry, are 
giving battle to the Gerfiian’ Tigers. 

In spite of these infiltrations, the 
line of the central ridge is still held 
in force by the Germans. The 
village of San Michele, west of the 
Rome-Florence road, has been the 
scene Of yet another counter-attack, 
but the New Zealanders main- 
tained their dogged grip on this 
bitterly-contested strongpoint. 

The German News Agency 
yesterday claimed that the his- 
torically valuable parts of Pisa had 
been evacuated by German troops 
“to deprive the enemy of even the 
semblance of a pretext to explain 
the destruction of the irreplaceable 
art treasures and monuments as 
being due to military necessity. The 
leaning Tower, which the enemy 
alleged served the Germans as an 
artillery observation post, was put 
out of bounds for all German 
troops. The Cathedral area was 
barred to all military traffic.”— 
(Reuter.) 

The German News Agency said 
last night:— 

“ The water and electricity works 
of Florence were destroyed yester- 
day by enemy bombs, and the 
inhabitants have been left without 
water and light.”—(Reuter.)

Flying Bomb Hits 
Famous Building 


An historic building in Southern 
England was extensively damaged 
by a flying bomb yesterday morn- 
ing. Among the documents saved 
in the strong room were some going 
back hundreds of years. The 
archives are believed to be un- 
damaged, although some were fall- 
ing to pieces with age. Valuable old 
prints on the walls of one of the 
rooms were almost unharmed. 

The bomb crashed through the 
roof of the building. The caretaker’s 
wife and three daughters were 
asleep in a flat on the top floor—

A British Air Ministry report yes- 
terday stated that in daylight on 
Monday evening and after dark, 
Lancasters and Halifaxes of R.A.F.

So far we have not taken 
this sufficiently into account, other- 
wise there would have been no need 
for the Fuehrer’s appeal and the 
appointment of Dr. Goebbels.” 


RIGA ATTACK 


Renewed Russian attempts to 
break through to the Gulf of Riga 
were reported last night by the 
German Commentator, von Olberg, 
who stated that one attempt was 
broken up, but that “a much 
stronger attack has been made by 
motorised Soviet forces in the area 
north of Shavli, where the battle 
is still raging.”—(Reuter.) 

“The German troops have 
shortened their line between the 
Middle Bug and Augustov—eight 
miles from the East Prussian 
frontier,” said the German News 
Agency. 

The German Overseas News

Al one point the Americans have 
advanced 39 miles from the starting 
point of their offénsive, exactly a 
week .ago. That means they have 
covered half the way to Rennes, 
capital of Brittany. 

American armoured forces, 
Storming . into Brittany, have 
reached Pontorson, 13 miles south- 
west of Avranches, Reuter cabled 
from Normandy early this morn- 
ing. The Americans are thus 
eight les round the Bay of 
Mont SL Michel and are actually 
on the Brittany Peninsula. Pon- 
torson is 25 miles from St. Malo, 
on the St Malo-Avranches 
railway.

NEW CATTLE 


ITH the acquisition of the 50 

acres Navan road-Blackhorse 
lane site by the Local Government 
Department for the building of 
Eire’s most up-to-date and com- 
modious hospital, the: proposal to 
extend the Dublin Cattle Market 
and abattoir in this area is negatived, 
and attention will once again be 
directed to the East Wall site for 
the suggested new cattle market. 

“ The abattoir should never have 
been established in its present posi- 
tion,” Councillor J. Larkin told a 
reporter. “It is uncovered, is too 
far from the port, and the accom- 
modation is insufficient for both 
the internal and external trade: In 
the post-war period twice as much 
space will be required. 

With the removal, of the cattle 
market and abattoir from their pre- 
sent sites the alleged ill-treatment of 
animals at the hands of the drovers 
would be curbed and the shipment 
of cattle would be expedited. 

“The East Wall site would also 
be a boon to the hide, skin and 
offal trade, and the handling of meat

and hygienically carried out. Such 
a site could provide a sub-way from 
the railway to the market site, and 
cattle would not have to be driven 
through the streets. 

_ The Minister for Supplies should 
immediately supply the men carting 
meat from the abattoir with proper 
canvas covers, so that meat would 
not be unduly exposed to possible 
contamination en route.” 

_ Mr. Larkin charges the authori- 
ties controlling meat supplies with 
lack of attention to this important 
matter. 

Mr. Larkin added that the site 
value of the present abattoir and 
market would more than pay the 
£1,000,000 that would be required 
to change to the East Wall, and 
the trade through the port of 
Dublin, he believed, would increase 
by 50 per cent. He was glad to 
see that the opposition to the Black- 
horse lane site had been endorsed 
by the Local Government Depart- 
ment, and that the site was now to 
be used to erect one of the most 
advanced types of hospital In the

MORAL STANDARDS 

During recent weeks this news- 
paper has published reports of a 
number of Dublin court cases, the 
unsavoury details of which must 
have pained and shocked many of 
Publication of such 
reports gives us no pleasure. On 
the contrary, we share to the full 
the horror and disgust that are 
felt by all decent people at such 
sordid disclosures; but we feel 
that we have a duty to the com- 
munity on this matter, and in 
the discharge of this duty, we 
have been forced, strongly against 
our will, to print matter which, 
in ordinary circumstances, we 
should “be inclined to suppress. 
Every big city has its iniquities. 
In this respect, Dublin probably 
is no worse, and no better than 
any other city of its size, Its 
inhabitants are prone to all the 
many frailties of human kind. 
Vice lives cheek by jowl with 
virtue in our midst, and the mere 
fact that our people happen to 
be Irish does not endow them 
with any monopoly of either good 
or evil qualities, Nevertheless, 
there can be no doubt that 
of recent years there has been 
a marked weakening of moral 
fibre in this country. Probably 
the wave of vicious crime that 
seems to have been sweeping 
across our land is part of the 
seismic disturbance which has been 
caused by the war throughout the 
world, Even neutral nations are 
suffering to a greater or less 
degree from the general war 
psychosis; and it is likely that this 
condition of affairs has been, at 
least in part, responsible for the 
hateful tasks that have been im- 
posed upon the Dublin courts 
during the last term. Speaking 
in the Dublin Circuit Criminal 
Court last Monday, Judge Cahir 
Davitt, surely one of the most 
upright and distinguished figures 
that have graced the Irish Bench 
for many years, declared that the 
public conscience had been 
“rather badly affronted” by the 
revelations which had been made 
in evidence during the trial of 
certain cases. In our view, one 
of the community’s surest safe- 
guards against the spread of such 
crimes as those to which. the Judge 
was referring is publication of the 
facts by the newspapers. Slimy 
traffic of this kind is a fungoid 
growth upon the body politic; 
it flourishes in the dark. The final 
arbiter in all issues of public 
morality is public opinion. Vice 
is encouraged by the refusal 
of responsible persons to look 
at things as they are. For that 
reason we have tried to focus the 
searchlight beam of clear and 
unprejudiced thought upon the 
startling increase of certain civic 
evils. Hypocrisy and self-satisfac- 
tion inevitably beget wickedness 
among human beings. What this 
country needs is a thorough, if 
unpleasant and even nauseating, 
catharsis. 

The greatest influence in the 
forming of human character 
is the home. Ireland, in this 
respect, is fortunate among 
the nations. The home life of 
our country in the past always 
has been one of its foremost 
characteristics. In the darkest 
days of the national history the 
strength of the family tie shone as 
a beacon of hope for the future; 
but we grieve to say that of late 
parental control and influence 
over the country’s youth have 
undergone a steep decline. This 
unhappy fact was stressed in a 
sermon by Dr. Walsh, the Arch- 
bishop of Tuam, on the occasion 
of the pilgrimage to Croagh- 
Patrick last Sunday. His Grace 
declared that there had been a 
loosening of the bonds of family 
life. Many young people had cast 
off their parents’ control. Drink- 
ing had increased, particularly 
among young women. Dishonesty 
was common, and there was an 
unbridled striving after pleasure 
and luxury. Dr. Walsh warned 
his congregation that “some 
thousands of young men and 
women will return from countries 
where they have seen a low 
standard of morality, and a loss 
of faith,” and it would be the 
duty of his hearers to receive 
them, to strengthen their faith, 
We 
cannot wholly agree with His 
Grace’s view that the standard of 
morality necessarily is lower in 
other countries than it is in 
Ireland. We do agree with him, 
and agree with him  whole- 
heartedly, in his general appeal 
to Irish parents to fulfil their 
natural responsibilities towards 
their children. Of course, it 
would be grossly unfair to take 
Dublin as a criterion of the Irish 
nation. It is a capital city with 
a population of nearly half a 
million souls, and must be judged 
in relation to other cities of 
like size. Nobody who has 
travelled through the Irish 
countryside during the last few 
years, however, will deny that old 
standards. largely have disap- 
peared. There is a _ precocity 
among the rising generation that 
was utterly unknown ‘thirty, or 
even twenty, years ago. Young 
boys and girls are infinitely more 
sophisticated than their parents, 
or even their grandparents, This 
change can be explained to some 
extent by the international influ-.

A paragraph which appears in 
our columns this morning tells of 
the foundation of a special fund, 
in memory of the late Countess of 
Kenmare, by the Institute of 
District Nursing in Ireland, 
familiarly known as the Jubilee 


Nurses. Few readers, we suspect, 


will be entirely ignorant of the 
invaluable work that has been 
done for many years, and con- 
tinues to be done, by the Insti- 
tute; but not many are in a 
position fully to appreciate its 
magnitude. The work of the 
Jubilee nurses goes above and 
beyond the scope of any State 
scheme. Day after day, 230 
nurses, distributed through all thre ' 
counties of Ireland, go forth on 
their errands of mercy, As part- 
time Public Health nurses, they 
care for the welfare of mothers 
and children, nurse tuberculosis 
patients in their own homes, and 
act as a contact between the 
medical inspectors of schools 
and the parents of the pupils. 
For these services the State 
aceepts responsibility, and to 
the expenses of the nurses who 
undertake them it makes a 
contribution; but the work does 
not end here. There are also the 
sick poor—the patients suffering 
from disabling - illnesses, from 
heart trouble or paralysis—the 
patients who depend entirely upon 
the Jubilee nurse for the skilled 
care which they must have. To 
many, whose acquaintances have 
grown weary of a constant 
invalid, the nurse is not only an 
attendant but a faithful and 
solitary friend; and, in this very 
month of August, 1944, several 
nurses are sacrificing their annual 
holidays because they will not 
desert the people who thus depend 
on them. No wages can be an 
adequate reward for such devoted 
service; but, at least, one may do 
one’s best to assure that those who 
render it will not be left in want 
in their later years. The Countess 
of Kenmare Memorial Fund is 
desigfied to augment the existing 
Pension Fund, which is admitted 
to be inadequate; and the money 
contributed to it will increase the 
pension payable to Jubilee nurses 
on retirement. We are not accus- 
tomed tp appeal lightly to the 
charity of our readers. This 
cause, we are confident, is a most 
worthy one.

OBITUARY 
THE O’CALLAGHAN 


A notable personality has passed 
away in The O'Callaghan, who 
died last Friday. 

The O’Callaghan was prominently 
associated with the now defunct 
Irish Farmers’. Union, being for 
some time President of the Co. 
Clare Branch, In that capacity 
he did much to remedy the griev- 
ances of farmers. 

Born at Attyflin Park, Co. 
Limerick, on February 18th, 1864, 
The O'Callaghan was the only son 
of Colonel John O'Callaghan, 
D.L., J.P., of Maryfort, Lisnehane, 
Co. Clare. In 1895 he married 
the only daughter of Captain G. A. 
B. Godbold, 27th Inniskilling 
Fusiliers, and had one son and two 
daughters. 

In 1885, by Royal Licence, he 
assumed the name and arms of 
Westropp, in addition to those of 
O’Callaghan, in compliance with the 
will of his maternal uncle, Captain 
Ralph Westropp, of Coolreagh, 
Bodyke, Co. Clare, to whose 
estates he succeeded in 1883. 

In addition to being a Colonel 
(Reserve of Officers), The 
O'Callaghan was a Justice of the 
Peace and High Sheriff, and was 
A.D.C. to King Edward VII “ 
1905 and to King George 
1910. He succeeded his Pag in 
1912, and until the establishment 
of the Free State was a Unionist. 
He was a virile writer on military, 
political, Irish land and agricul- 
tural questions. On the Canadian 
cattle menace to Irish stock-owners 
he wrote vigorously, and did his 
utmost to prevent the admission of 
Canadian cattlé to Britain. He was 
a member of the Free State Senate 
in 1921-22. 

During 


the dispute with the 
Britlsh Government over this 
country’s withholding the land 
annuities and other money, Colonel 
O'Callaghan was an outspoken critic 
of the Government, and continually 
urged the settlement of the economic 
war. He was a regular attender at 
the annual meetings of the Great 
Southern Railways, of which he was 
a shareholder, and was chairman 
of the Railway Stockholders’ Asso- 
ciation, 

By deed poll, dated August 11, 
12937, he assumed the use of the 
style and title of The O'Callaghan. 
On October 5th of the same year he 
married, for the second time, Miss 
Muriel ag Battley, only 
daughter of the late Major Charles 
Wilson Battley ; .d of Mrs. D’Oyley 
Battley, Belvedere Hall, Co. Wick- 
low. 

The funeral took place privately 
yestérday to Mount Jerome.

Even the much publicised sulpha 
drugs had failed to react in some 
cases. Then penicillin treatment 
was begun, and within short periods 
cures were effected in many cases. 
Patients treated varied in age from 
24 years to 70 years, while their 
ailments varied from _ infantile 
eczema to acute cellulitis (inflamma- 
tion of body tissues) of the leg, 
which had produced large ulcers. 
For a variety of reasons a few of 
the cases treated with the drug 
proved unsuccessful, which stresses 
the point already made by pro- 
minent American doctors that peni- 
cillin, even in its purest form, does 
not cure everything.
